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REMARKS 

In the Office Action, 1 the Examiner: 

(a) rejected claims 1, 3, 9, and 11 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) 
as being anticipated by Yarlagadda et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 7,095,733) (" Yarlagadda "); 

(b) rejected claims 2 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Yarlagadda in view of Oh et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 7,251 ,480) ("Oh"); 

(c) rejected claims 4 and 12 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Yarlagadda ; and 

(d) objected to claims 5-8 and 13-16 as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but stated that the claims 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Applicant amends claims 5-8 and 13-15 to improve form and clarity. Applicant 
also cancels claims 1-4 and 9-12 without prejudice to, or disclaimer of, their subject 
matter. Upon entry of this Amendment, claims 5-8 and 13-16 remain pending. 
Applicant respectfully traverses the rejections and the objection for at least the following 
reasons. 

Rejection of Claims 1, 3, 9, and 11 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) : 

Applicant has canceled claims 1 , 3, 9, and 1 1 . Accordingly, the rejection of 
claims 1 , 3, 9, and 1 1 is moot. 

Rejection of Claims 2 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) : 

Applicant has canceled claims 2 and 10. Accordingly, the rejection of claims 2 
and 10 is moot.

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Rejection of Claims 4 and 12 under 35 U.S.C- S 103(a) :
